MONEY OF ESTATES. 
S. B. 202 (by Mr. Hill)—Requites Public Admin­ 
istrator to dejxjsit moneys of estates above th at re­ 
quired for current exjjenses with County Treasurer, 
and provides how the same may be drawn again. 
Amends Section 1737 Code Civil Procedure, th at re­ 
quires an order of the Superior Judge to draw the 
money, and instead provides for a w arrant from the 
A uditor, after a requisition by the A dm inistrator, 
countersigned by the Judge. 
The Auditor m ust 
keep an account of such monevs, etc. 


GAS CORPORATIONS. 
S. B. 192 (by Mr. Enos)—Adds new sections to the 
Civil Code. Thirteen persons may form a gas cor­ 
poration after half the am ount of capital stock is 
sui scribed and twenty per cent, paid in, and after 
filing an affidavit of good faith and intent; no cap­ 
ital to be less than $503,000 for every 1,000 of popu­ 
la tio n of the town to be supplied. To be a Board 
of Directors elected by stockholders, one vote for 
each share; Directors m ust he stockholders ; Direct­ 
ors to direct how installm ents of cipital stock shall 
l»e pa d, and if there is failure of paym ent, all the 
previous payments and the stock is forfeit to the 
company ; stock to be deemed personal estate, and 
transferable as by law- provide after all previous 
calls on it have been paid. 
By consent of two thirds 
of the stockholders, capita’ stock may be increased 
to extend and operate the works. 
Such company 
may sue and be sued, stockholders individually 
liable to creditors of the company in sums equal to 
am ount of stock held by each, until all the stock 
has been paid m, and it shall be paid in half in one 
year and the other half within eighteen months; 
company 
to 
repoit 
annually 
and 
publish 
it as to am ount of capital, * proportion paid 
it, debt, etc ; 110 dividend to be declared when 
company is insolvent, or that would render it so, or 
reduce tiic capital, aral violation thereof makes the 
D irtctors consenting thereto liable jointly and sev­ 
erally. 
Stockholders jointly and severally liable for 
debts due laborers and servants, etc. Such compa­ 
nies have power to make and sell gas in any town 
or city, and lay pipes in ‘•treels and lanes, with con­ 
sent of the municipal authority.

where they cross the gas i ij»e shall go one foot be­ 
low, and form a right angle as nearly as possible. 
No pipes to be laid to interfere with those of others, 
or increase the expense of replacing, removing or

feet for each and every person making application. 
Neglect to comply with provisions of Act makes the 
company, or person, liable to penalty of $250 for 
each offense, one-half to informer, half to county.

The majority of 
t. *m will clearly retain their foreign habit3

thought and action, aud will not for at 
1 >st a generation be amalgamated. 
They 
find colonies of their countrymen already 
established in New York, and they join 
them. 
The will hasten to become natural­ 
ized in law, but they will remain in ignor­ 
ance of the country they have adopted, 
and 
they 
will 
strengthen the alien 
elements 
whose 
increase 
is 
becom­ 
ing 
every 
year 
more 
menacing 
t 
American institutions. 
The foreigners 
naturally and easily fall under the con­ 
trol of demagogues, and swell tbc majorities 
w ith which the various thieves aud kuaves 
who succeed one another so regularly in 
New York municipal politics retain their 
hold upon the treasury and the spoils. 
The natural increase of American citizens 


is swamped and outnumbered by these 
great hordes of alien immigrants, and all 
attem pts at political reform prove futile 
when the agents and instrum ents of the 
demagogues arc too ignorant to compre­ 
hend the arguments addressed to them, 
and too alien to caro a straw w hether the 
republic survives or perishes. 
I t is of 
course impossible that patriotism should be 
imported, or that it should be assumed 
w ithout a previous understanding of the 
country and the form of government.

desperate bravery* and persistence behind 
intreuchincnts, but when deprived of a 
cover they arc incapable of more than 
dashing charges, which are easily w ith­ 
stood by European troops, and which lead 
to nothing but slaughter. 
Now that the 
Tekke Turcomans have been routed and 
their fortress taken and destroyed, they 
w ill probably cease to oppose any formi­ 
dable resistance to the Russian advance. 
They are still capable of carrying on a 
guerrilla warfare from the hills, and they 
may harass SkobelofTs march considerably 
in this way. 
For the time being, however, 
their power is broken, and the prestige of 
the Russian arms, which was seriously 
lowered by the previous successes of the 
nomads, is restored. 


THAT THREATiNING 
CARD. 


We think it would be no waste of time 
to put the threatening postal card recently 
sent to Speaker 
Parks, and which we

upon a flat surface, and the sewerage of 
w hich must be at certain times below the 
level of the stream relied upon to carry it 
away, cannot be drained by* mere gravita­ 
tion. 
It is found th at our sewers, lacking 
the necessary fall, do not act effectually 
as a rule, but even if they did act it is 
clear th at they could not relieve the city 
so long as the Drainage Canal constitutes 
the only means of discharge, and th at out­ 
let is liable to be blocked throughout the 
winter. 
W e have not yet experienced the 
worst results from this defective arrange­ 
ment, for the reason th at we really liavc 
not any real system of drainage. 
Had an 
attem pt been made to drain the houses into 
the 
sewers 
the 
first 
consequence 
would 
have 
been 
to 
demonstrate 
the 
inetficipncy 
of 
the 
Drainage 
Canal 
for 
the 
performance 
of 
its 
functions. 
As it is, however, by far the 
larger proportion of our sewerage is, and 
always has been, retained in the city in 
soveial hundreds or thousands of vaults, 
and thus the pressure upon the sewers is 
lightened at the expense of the health of 
the public, since it is certain th at the 
vaults, old and new, with which the site 
of Sacramento is honeycombed, are gradu­ 
ally but surely saturating the soil with 
sewage m atter, and thus preparing the 
way for disease. 
I t may therefore be as­ 
sumed as incontrovertible, first, that we can­ 
not afford to continue the old method of 
draining our houses into vaults instead of 
sswers ; aud, second, that we cannot drain 
the city by a complete system of sewers 
until we have provided better means than 
now exist for removing the sewage finally. 
Dr. Dwinell suggests th at to overcome 
this latter difficulty a reservoir or tank 
should be constructed outside of the city 
limits ; 
th at it should be 
sunk deep 
enough in tho ground to allow for a fall in 
the sewers sufficient to drain the c ity ; 
and 
that 
the 
contents of 
the tank 
shonld be raised by pumping, and dis­ 
charged into the river. 
This is a practical 
proposal. 
I t would involve extensive al­ 
terations in the grading of the sewers, but 
it must be remembered that we as yet have 
no sewerage system, and th at we never can 
have one unless we are willing to bear the 
expense of constructing it. 
If we cannot 
bring ourselves to bear th at expense, how­ 
ever, burdens will be laid upon us from 
which we cannot escape, and that is al­ 
ways the outcome of such a penny-wise and 
pound-foolish policy. 
We may neglect our 
drainage, but when sickness and death 
visit us we cannot avoid them ; and town3 
that have not sense enough to protect their 
own health always pay more for their ap­ 
athy in the end than it would have cost 
them to be wise in time. 
Dr. Dwinell’s plan is a sensible and a 
practicable one, but whether it is the best 
that could be adopted ¡3 another question. 
The discharge of the sewage into the river 
involves the total wa3te of w hat might be 
converted into a valuable manure, and that 
is a consideration worth attention. 
I t has 
always appeared to qs that the pneumatic 
system of town drainage invented by Cap­ 
tain Liernur, and which has been intro­ 
duced with complete success in several 
c.cics of Holland, was peculiarly adapted 
to the situation cf Sacramento. 
T hat sys­ 
tem was in fact devised for the express 
purpose of meeting precisely the same diffi­ 
culties as those we are confronted with. 
It possesses, aleo, some special advantages, 
as, that it absolutely prevents the pollution 
of the soil, the generation of sewer gas, 
the poisoning of water, etc., and at the 
same time converts the sewage into a 
highly useful and valuable kind of manure. 
As we hare several times described the 
pneumatic system in detail, it is unneces­ 
sary here 
to do more than recall its 
salient features. 
The town is first divided 
into drainage sections, each including sev­ 
eral hundred houses. 
Then a central tank 
is sunk in each of those sections, and into 
it all the sewers of that section empty. 
Eieli ¿ectioual tank is connected with a 
main reservoir, which receives the entire 
drainage of% the town, and from this reser­ 
voir it is lifted into the receptacles in 
which it is converted into what is called 
“ poudrette.” The sectional tanks are filled 
from the houses, and the main tank is tilled 
from the sectional tanks, by creating vacu­ 
ums iu the tanks with a stationary air- 
pump engine. 
By a system of stop cocks 
everj* house is drained into its proper tank 
occe a day, and when all the tanks are full 
they* are emptied into tl»e main reservoir. 
This system involves no pollution of rivers 
and streams, while it provides for the util­ 
ization of the 
sewage, 
and 
its 
con­ 
version into a 
manure, 
the 
sale of 
which 
might 
sensibly 
diminish 
the 
cost of the 
works. 
In many respects 
we regard it as preferable to any pumping 
system, and it is not probable that the ini­ 
tial outlay would be greater. 
The cost 
of operating Captain Lieruur’s plan is said 
to lie very small in fact, and it has given 
great satisfaction wherever it has been 
adopted. 
It is very certain that this or 
some pumping system will have to be in­ 
troduced here before long, if the health of 
the city is to be maintained, and no m at­ 
ter w hat the cost of such improvements 
may be they m ust be consented to, unless 
it is preferred to take the chances of 
decimation by disease, followed by a 
general and serious decline of property 
values. 
Depend upon it there is no 
economy in cultivating typhoid fever and 
its congeners, and th at is what defec­ 
tive drainage does.

goes and delivers himself up, to be dealt 
with according to the law. A Second Class 
Vagrant is one who, being a vagrant, re­ 
fuses to acknowledge it, and has to be ar­ 
rested and convicted. 
A Third Class Va­ 
grant is one who, after having been con­ 
victed, returns unrepentant to h¡3 vagrancy*. 
All tT.ese classes are to be employed on 
public works, but only the first aud second 
are to be paid anything. 
T hirty cents a 
day is to lie the exhilarating stipend of No. 
1, the Voluntary Vagrant, while No. 2, the 
Compulsory Vagrant, is only to luxuriate 
upon fifteen cents, and No. 3, the Con­ 
victed Vagrant, is to have nothing at 
all. 
It is an iugenious project, take it 
in all, but we fear th at it will not work 
well.

W hy is 
he 
so vindictive against the itinerant musi­ 
cians, for instance ? Time was when their 
class was honored and welcomed iu bow er 
and hall.

should they be declared vagrants ? 
As to 
the project for classification and work 
and remuneration, it would not answer. 
The sturdy tram p would laugh at it, aud 
see no hardship in the conditions, while 
the measure would perm it of much vexa­ 
tious and unrepubliean espionage and in­ 
quisition. 
W e have no doubt th at the au­ 
thor of the bill means well, but he ha3 
mistaken the nature of the problem with 
which he attem pts to grapple.

A WONDERFUL ACT. 


Assembly Bill No. 244, introduced by 
Mr. Wasson of Mono, is quite a rem ark­ 
able measure. 
I t is described as an Act to 
amend Section 15,047 of the Penal Code, 
relative to vagrants. 
It begins by defining 
vagrants, and it certainly makes the defi­ 
nition broad enongh. 
“ Every person (ex- 
“ cept a California Indian) without visible 
“ means of living, who has the physical 
“ ability to work, and who does not, for 
“ the space of ten days, seek employment, 
“ nor labor when employment is offered 
“ him ; every healthy beggar who solicits 
“ alms, as a business ; every person who 
“ roams about from place to place without 
“ any lawful business; every itinerant 
“ street hand organist, mnsician, or singer ; 
“ every idle or dissolute person, or associ- 
“ ate of thieves, who 
wanders 
about 
“ the streets or highways at late or unusual 
“ hours of the night, or who lodges in 
“ any 
barn, shed, shop, 
outhouse, or 
“ place other 
than 
as 
is 
kept 
for 
“ lodging purposes, w ithout the permission 
“ of the owner or party* entitled to the pos­ 
se ssio n thereof; every lewd and disso- 
“ lute person who lives in and about hoaBes 
“ of ill-:ame, and every common prostitute 
“ and common drunkard, is a vagrant.” , 


CONGRESSIONAL. 


S e n a te . 
Wahiiixuton, January 27th.— Dawes presented a 
petition signed by Bishop Simpson, Joseph Cook, 
Wendell Phillips and 32,000 others, beside churches 
a d societies representing 50,000 people, praying 
Congr as to observe the Indian treaties ana deal 
justly with them. Referred to the Committee on 
Indian Affairs. (It was a very bulky package, and 
attracted much attention.J 
A bill was introduced bj* Garland for a uniform 
bankruptcy system. 
Beck advocated free ships, speaking to the resolu­ 
tion for a repeal of the laws prohibiting citizens en­ 
gaging in toe foreign carrying trade, or preventing 
their registration iw American ships, 
lie argued 
that we were handicapped by tho whole world 
through these oppressive laws. Every dollar we 
made our ships cost above what was paid by the 
people of other countries only handicapped us and 
diminished our chances of successful competition. 
Before the war we could buy a ship cheaper ; but 
the tffect of our po<icy had since been to build up u 
navy for England, which now had the finest body of 
pai’ors in the world, while the United States was 
without a mariue. The imminent danger to the 
United status iu a foreign war, with our defense­ 
less ocean and gulf coasts, was next referred to. 
Our surplus being largely agricultural, and so great 
that 
it 
cannot 
be consumed at 
home, 
we 
are 
obliged 
to 
float our exports iu foreign 
ships, and thus Germany, England aud France 
were doing our carrying trade 
If these nations 
went to war, although we might be on the best of 
terms with the belligerents, wc would suffer more 
than they, because our products would go to the 
bottom as the cruisers of each destroyed the mer­ 
chant vessels of the other. The only remedy was 
for us'to do our own hauling. The great producing 
interest of the West was perhaps the one most in­ 
terested in this question of cheap tiansponation, 
because all the cos. of transportation, both to the 
seaboard and over the ocean to a m irket, comes out 
of a man who raises the product that is to he trans­ 
ported 
Whatever 
diminishes 
the cost is to 
his benefit, and whatever adds to it has to 
coma cut cf his p« cket. All subsidies and bounties 
only add so much to his burden in taxation, and fail 
to accomplish a remedy. Cheapness of transporta­ 
tion is the only rcmedj*, and a ship is only a wagon 
adapted to the highway over which it travels, uur 
treaties with Geimany, Norway, Sweden and other 
countries gives them all the privileges of our own 
citizens in our own ]K>rts, and while all those are 
doing their ca»r>ing trade in free cheap ships we 
are keeping up our navigation laws to inj :re our 
own people. 
Beck then proceeded with an elaborate discussion 
of the tariff, with its inequalities of protection and 
practical operation iti favoring monopolies at the ex­ 
pense of poor men, incidentally digressing in this 
connection to notice the estímate of the Commis­ 
sioner of Pensions that over $500,000,000 would be 
required to meet th i xpei-e of the pension arrear­ 
age Act. He remarked that the perish n Act (which 
he was fortúnale in having voted against) would 
prove a heavier taxation ami more enujni g burden 
than the na ioual debt. 
Blaine followed in reply to Beck. 
He construed 
the Senator's speech as an admission that his policy 
looked forward to and proclaimed the permanent 
dependence of this country upon England for her 
ships. It was a remarkable fact that for twenty 
y ^ars, or from the- time * f the war to this hour, the 
Congress of the United States had not done one sol­ 
itary thing to uphold the navigation interests of the 
United Slates. A great march forward cf our o d 
commercial lival lias been wi'nessedand everywhere 
recognized. The representatives of the people of 
the United States had sat in their two hal’s of legis­ 
lation 
as 
dumb 
as though they coull not 
sjieak, and had 
not 
offered a single remedy 
or 
aid 
until 
tie 
Senator 
from 
Kentucy 
(B.ck) 
hid lisen iu 
his seat and 
proposed 
to make a proclamation of the perpetual dependence 
of this country upon Eugland for such commerce as 
she may enjoy, holding up to us Germany, Italy and 
other European countries that are as absolutely de­ 
pendent on Great Britain for the commerce they 
enjoy as the District of Columbia is upon Congress. 
During these twenty years this Congress had passed 
ninety-two Acts in aid of internal transmission by 
rail. 
It has given 200,000,000 acres of public land, 
wor-.h to-day $1.000,000,000 in money, to which it has 
added $70,000,000 in cash, to the same end. and yet 
it had not extended the aid of a ringle dollar to that 
vast international trana;>ortatioff w nose importance 
has not been exrggeraud by the Senator (Beck) 
from Kentucky. The United Stales could not win 
in this great international struggle w ithout adopt­ 
ing exactly the ame means that had achieved vic­ 
to y for others. 
What was that? It was not to 
keep John Roach or anybody else, but to make a 
great and comprehensive policy that shall give 
every man and every company si>ecific aid of so 
mu *h for such a term of years. 
Let the American 
marine 
feel 
that 
the 
Government 
of 
the 
United States is behind them ; let the United 
States only take from her treasury per annum 
$1,000.000-th e same sum that 
Great Britain 
is paving only a-» a postscript to her $200,000,000 of 
investment. He was not a prophet or the son of 
one, hut if this was done he ventured to predict that 
long-deferred aud much desired event, a revival of 
American sieaui mariue, would soon arrive. He 
would have the country do one thing more, to 
which Englaud haul pointed life way for the Jnited 
States. We have nine navy yards, and are without 
a navy. 
If we would put the expense of these 
navy yards into the building up of gieat private 
shipyards, this would form subsidy enough, or aid 
enough, if Senator Beck liked that word better. 
It would help enough from

whole scheme for a revival of American navigation. 
The election had shown that the public opinion of 
this country was in favor of keeping up America 
against foreign manufacturers, ami he would say 
to the upholders of protection that this could not 
be done by the destruction cf the commercial mariue 
of the country.

ourselves, nor that instead of having 00,000 or 
70,000 Aineriean sailors, as we had in the war, we 
n->whave none. 
On motion of Windom the Senate took up the 
naval appropriation bill.

The Sprague t ’a»e - IV ltlio n lo r D ivorce 
F iled. 
P ro v id e n c e (R. I.), January 27th.—In the 
office of the Clerk of the Supreme Court of 
Washington county to-day, William Sprague 
filed a petition praying for a divorce from 
his wife, Catherine Sprague. 
The petitioner 
recites the facts of the lxtarriagand says he 
has ever since on his part kept and performed 
all his marriage covenants, but said Cather­ 
ine Chase Sprague, unmindful of her marriage 
votvs and disregarding her marriage cove­ 
nants, hath violated the same in this, that 
she has willfully and without case deserted 
the bed and board of your petitioner, w hich 
desertion, although not for a continued term 
of five years, yet was under such circum­ 
stances as to entitle him to a decree of di­ 
vorce ; that she lias committed the crime of 
adultery, and has been guilty of other grot s 
misbehavior and wickedness repugnant to and 
in violation of her marriage covenant, in this, 
that shehas persistently aud against the express 
wishes and commands of your petitioner, and 
alter great public scandal had been occa­ 
sioned thereby, kept company and been on 
terms of close and improper intimacy with 
other men, and for the same men whose 
names had been associated with hers in the 
public scandals aforementioned ; that she lias 
repeatedly declared, without cause, that she 
would never live with your petitioner again ; 
that she denied to him and hia household 
cares aud duties incumbent on her as a wife 
and mother to fulfill; tbat she has without 
cause turned and driven her oldest child aud 
son out of doors ; that she has persistently, 
and against the will of your petitioner, squan­ 
dered his property and means by engaging in 
the most lavish extravagancies and foolish 
expenditure cf money; that since the finan­ 
cial embarrassments of your petitioner, in 
1873, and after repeated entreaty, request, a 
demand and command to the contrary by 
your petitioner, and after a full explanation 
to her 
by him of 
bis financial situa­ 
tion, 
and the inevitable 
effect of such 
proceedings on 
her part, yet said re­ 
spondent, 
notwithstanding 
all, 
has 
still per:isted, bo far as possible, in the same 
reckless, extravagant and lavish and foolish 
expenditure of money and style of living, 
thus further explained and pointed out to 
her in the manner aforesaid, embarrassing 
and defeating your petitioner in bis efforts to 
extricate himself and aoy remnant of his es­ 
tate, commingled with the estates ( f others, 
from said financial difficulties and embarrass­ 
ments ; that she has many times since her 
marriage with your petitioner, and against 
his will, absented herself from his home and 
household for long periods of time, living 
abroad and at hotels, thereby subjecting your 
petitioner to further great expense and de­ 
priving him of her society and astistance, to 
which, as her husband, lie was entitled ; that 
she has willfully persi-ted in a course of slan­ 
derous and abusive language and publica­ 
tions of and concerning your petitioner, with 
a view and purpose of harassing and annoy*, 
iug him, and with such tffect, thus rendering 
his life miserable, and thus destroying bis do­ 
mestic peace and all happiness incident to 
the marriage relation, whertfore your peti­ 
tioner prays,” etc. 
The U rlirrnicnl of I lilted stales Judges. 
W a s h in g to n , January 27ch.—T he bill in­ 
troduced day before yesterday by Senator 
Davis of Illinois to provide for the resigna­ 
tion or retirement, with full pay, of United 
States Judges who may become permanently 
disabled by reason of sickness or otherwise, 
so as to prevent the discharge of their duties, 
will be favorably reported from the Judiciary* 
Committee. 
It is understood to be intended 
mainly to meet the cases of Justices Clifford 
and H unt of the United States Supreme 
Court. Judge Clifford’s recent attack Inis so 
impaired his mind that he is not capable of 
going through the form of tendering his resig­ 
nation in writing, and thus reaching retire­ 
ment in the mo ie now* provided, and Judge 
Hunt, unless some such bilf be passed, will 
postpone his resignation until he shall he­ 
rn m? 70 years of age, because prior to that 
time, under the. law as it now stands, his 
resignation would totally deprive him of the 
salary which he needs for the support of his 
family. Senators Edmunds, Thurman. Conk- 
ling aud Lamar, all of whom are colleagues 
of Judge Davis on the Judiciary Committee, 
will unite with him in voting to report this 
bill with a recommendation for passage and 
although there is no prospect oi its getting 
through both houses this eessinn as an inde­ 
pendent measure, there is reason to believe 
that it may be attached to one of the annual 
appropriation bills as a proviso, and thus 
pave the way for President Garfield to make 
appointments to the Supreme Bench soon 
after his inaugural. 
E x-M inister S ew ard’s Book on lire Chi­ 
nese. 
N ew 
Y o r k, January 27th.—George F. 
Sewaid’s book, just issued by Scribner, en­ 
titled “ Chinese Immigration in its Social 
and Economical Aspects,” attracts consider­ 
able attention. 
The author begins with a 
chapter on the Chinese in the LTnited States, 
whose number he places at 100,000, three- 
fourths living in California. 
Part second 
claims to be the result of a careful study of 
the work accomplished by Chinese cheap la­ 
bor in California. 
Part third deals with the 
objections urged against Chine, e immigra­ 
tion. 
Part fourth meets the prevalent fear 
of an overwhelming Chinese immigration. 
Oa this point he says: " I believe it is the 
supposed danger of an immense Chinese 
movement toward our shores that has occa­ 
sioned the greater part of the anxiety which 
has been felt in regard to the future of our 
relations with that race upon our own soil.” 
This fear he believes to be groundless. 
The 
danger is imaginary, and he goes elaborately 
into the causes for his conclusions that an 
overwhelming influx is cot to be expected. 
In the first place. Seward finds no justifi­ 
cation in fact for the belief that the 
Chine-e are uncomfortable in their own 
country, or at all generally disposed to emi­ 
grate. 
Un the contiary, he [joints to facts 
which show that they leave China only upon 
occasions of strong inducement. 
They have 
come to California only in answer to an ac­ 
tual and pressing demand for their services. 
They came because they were wanted; be­ 
cause there was labor to be performed of a 
kind which white men could not be induced 
to perform. They have not been able to com­ 
pete with white men in employment which 
required mechanical skill, intelligence or con­ 
siderable physical strength. Their work has 
been complementary to the better work of 
the white men. They have crowded no white 
men out, but have themselves given way be­ 
fore white competition wherever there has 
been competition at all. 
Upon this point 
Seward arrays a great mass of testimony, 
taking up separately all the industries in 
which Chinamen have been largely engaged. 
He also presents a large mass of testimony 
tending to show that the demand for them is 
already falling off, and that Chinese immi­ 
gration, if left to itself, must henceforth de­ 
cline rather than increase.

Three alarms were sent in, but owing 
to the bight of the building and the intense 
cold the firemen had great difficulty in extin­ 
guishing the flames. They did not succeed 
until the flames had mounted to the top floor 
aud after a hard fight of two hours. The loss 
amounted to nearly §600,060. The firBt floor 
and basement was occupied by Sweetzer, 
Pembroke & Co., importers and dealers in 
dry goods. Their stock was valned at $500,­ 
000, and was damaged ?300,000 by water. 


The second floor was occupied by Lawson 
Bros., importers of fine laces and embroider­ 
ies. Their stock was valued at §300,000; 
damaged fifty per cent, by water aud smoke. 
The remaindtr of the building was occupied 
by S. & M. Davidson, shirt manufacturers, 
whose entire stock, worth about §150,000. was 
destroyed or hopelessly damaged. The build­ 
ing was purchased in 1860 from William 
Taylor for §100,000, and is now owned by the 
American Express Company. 
The damage 
by fire is about §50,000. 
The cause is un­ 
known, as the building had been closed up 
before the flames were discovered. 
All the 
losses are covered by insurance. 
Proposed Effort to Bescne Ike Jeannette. 
N e w Y o r k, January 27th.—The Herald 
prints a letter from Chief Justice Daly to 
President Hayes, conveying the resolution of 
the American Geographical Society, calling 
for Government aid to rescue the Jeannette’s 
crew. 
In this letter Daly says : 
“ The Cor­ 
win is a small vessel. 
.She is not fitted to 
force her way through floating ice to Vrangel 
Lund, which Captain Hooper thought, how­ 
ever, could be done by a stronger vessel. The 
Galena, now at the Mediterranean etatioD, is 
such a vessel. She is a new and strongly 
built wooden steamer, and ought to be able, 
if properly arranged for the purpose, to carry 
about 890 tons of coal. 
Very little would be 
required to do this and adapt her to Arctic 
work, and there is sufficient time for her to go 
around to the Pacific and to get through 
Behring Straits, which is generally open to 
the Arctic by the end of June.” The Herald 
concurs, and adds : “ The time, however, 
for taking adequate measures to relieve the 
Jeannette is short, especially if it is proposed 
to employ the Galena for the purpose, and 
bring her around Cape llorn to ¡áau Fran­ 
cisco.”

not done all Captain Eads said ot it, and if 
it does not fully answer, thus far, its pur­ 
poses.’’ 
Meanwhile Director Parks was en­ 
gaged in » like manner answering questions, 
describing the dam and steadily sweeping 
away objections raised. 
It was very evident 
that few members had previously formed a 
correct idea of the work, and that a personal 
examination had given them much light on 
the subject. 
It was, practically, 


THE UNANIMOUS VERDICT 
That M '-..re. Sargent and Camron were mis­ 
taken ; tliat the dam had not broken ; that it 
had checked the fl >od current to such an ex­ 
tent a 
to cause very heavy deposits of 
detritus, through which, as the waters went 
down, 3iud the stream sucked through the 
settles, channels had been cut, leaving great 
sheets of mud, acres in extent, with banks 
from one io two feet in hight. 
Mr. Parks to 
one 
group 
explained the storage ques­ 
tion, 
o.id showed to hia 
fellow-legisla­ 
tors 
the 
difference 
between 
tbe 
stor­ 
age 
of 
water 
and 
the 
storage 
of 
sand and gravel; how the first seeks the 
lowest lev el. but the latter keeps the slope of 
the river, something like a lot of marbles 
upon any inclined surface, and exp’ained how 
the mountain stream, carrying heavy gravel 
and bow Mere and bodies of cement, loses its 
force when it first enters the reservoir at a 
point between three and four m ilis back from 


the dam, and there deposits these heavy ma­ 
terials. 
A t this point, as the groups moved 
along, houses were pointed out above the 
dam, the roofs just appearing above the slick- 
ens and mud, and Mr. Jasper stated that the 
chief house was two stories high and from 
that the depth of the sediment might be con­ 
jectured, while another farmer stated that an 
orchard was lying around loose somewhere ! 
beneath the ocean of mud over which the 
company was then gazing. 
About half way 
over the dam, a settle w-as found so low that 
the water was running over it, and a plank 
alone enabled the Legislators to pass over. 
Here the unper logs covering the dam were 
eiearly visible, partly buried in the mud, 
showing that all the dam and f .undations 
were below. 
This was pointed out as an evi­ 
dence that there hud bteu no break and that 
the settles had taken !>lace exactly as ex­ 
pected. 
Further on other depressi us were 
found, but none so deep as this. 
Sume were 
of considerable extent, but, as Senator Gor­ 
man and Assemblyman Leach put it. both of 
whom went over the entire ieugth of the 
work, “ We found no breaks that we can 
positively say are such. There are sinks over 
there, and ore sag is fully fif:y feet wide 
where the dam has settled clear down.” Ex- 
amii.atiou proved that there are s vera! set­ 
tles along the lower half of the dam, and one 
where the top poh s have reached the level, 
but the engineeis found in there nothing to 
shake their faith in the works. 


THE RETURN. 
A t about the center of the dam the com­ 
pany turned about and started hack. 
It was 
thoroughly convinced that there had I ecu 
heavy deposits caused by the dam. and these 
were pronounced, by all who went entirely 
over the darn, so great at the upper end as to 
lie “ well up toward the top of the dam.” 
On the way back the discussion took on a 
new form. 
The verdict was general that the 
da o was not broken—was doing good work, 
and justified the statements of the engineers 
concerning its condition ; but the financial 
question came in for an airing, when one 
member declared his belitf that the hydraulic 
mines were “ owned by foreign capitalists 
anyhow,” etc 
This brought Assemblyman 
Long to his feat, who said : 
“ I presume 
my statement 
will 
not 
be 
questioned 
when 
I 
say that in my 
county (Xe- 
vada), one of tbe chief mining counties, 
there is of all these mines only pan i f one 
owned outside of the State. 
All are owned 
by Californians, operated by California capi­ 
tal and the products sontto San Francisco to 
aggregate its wealth largely. 
One small part 
of one is owned outside, but all are owned 
and operated by Californians resident, or 
once so, and by California money.” 
He 
ad led: “ On one of these mines alone the 
proprietors spent ST 300, 000 in hard money 
before its owners got its works completed or 
received a cent from it.” 


SO THE DISCUSSION WAGED, 
Anti-debris men contending mainly that it 
is unfair to tux all the State to help save 
a district, aud debris men claiming it to 
be 
a State work aud one of 
practical 
economy, because the tax returns to the State 
warranted the outlay asked of the State, and 
beciuse the district has an additional tax to 
pay equal in rate to that paid in the State at 
Urge. 
These discussions covered the whole 
range of the subject, and were deep, sincere 
and warm. 
Those who had declared on the 
train that they believed the attempt to hold 
back the debris by the brush dam, before 
they saw it, s’ill 
adhered to their ex­ 
pressions, but with 
far less fervor than 
before. 
A few men were found still at 
work upon the dam, placing brush in settles, 
aud which brush they are to weight down 
with sand bags uniform with the like facing 
of the Blope of the dam. 
Tbe party reached 
Wheatland at 12:30, a portion, led by the 
Sergeant-at-Arms, ioutingitoverone-third the 
way. The Wheatlandiles greeted the lawmak­ 
ers with anvil salutes, engineered by boys, aud 
hung out the starry banuer. 
Dinner was 
Bsrved at the hotel, and a half hour given to 
social chat with the people. 
Many leading 
citizens of the surd uncling country came for­ 
ward and made statements about the darn, 
uniformly bearing testimony to the excellence 
of its construction and to its doiDg the work 
expected of it thus far. 


AMONG THESE 
Messrs. Jasper and Justus’ were prominent. 
The latter gentleman at the close of a state­ 
ment to one group added, “ Gentlemen, over 
yonder I had land on which I used to jiay 
the State annually §072 in taxes. 
To-day it 
does not bring the State a solitary cent of 
revenue.” 
“ Why?” asked a Senator. 
“ Because,” said Mr. Justus, “ it is buried 
beneath the slickens.” 
A t this point a man named Ben Big- 
ford attempted to get up a dam r?puta- 
ti >u by building one with his mouth in 
a reporter's note-book, declaring that the 
Bear river dam could have been built for one- 
fifth its co st in a ro c k y canyon far up the 
river, and that he alone had sein the spot, 
and that tbe engineers had overlooked it. 
This brought the engineers to the front again, 
who flatly contradicted the statement and 
quoted survey notes of every foot of the river 
from the highest hydraulic mine to the 
mouth, and explained that no reservoir area 
could be had at the point named, nor could 
brudi be built in among the rocks and made 
to h dd. 
Citizens of Wheatland also came 
forward in groups, and point blank contra­ 
dicted Bigf rd, and declared that he is what 
is known as “ a rabbit hunter,” is not a prac­ 
tical man and knows nothing of dam con­ 
struction whatever, the latter fact that indi­ 
vidual 
admitting when 
asked 
about it. 
In this final debate the fact was again stated, 
as tiist given at the dam, that a like struct­ 
ure to that on Bear river exists on tbe San 
Joaquin, r.nd has stood now between sixteen 
and eighteen years. 
That it is of brush, that 
it sank to bearings, was built up, and now 
the whole San Joaquin pours over it. 
Abo, 
that brush dams in El Dorado have been euc- 
cea.-fully put in, a fact to which Assembly­ 
man Fraser bore testimony, 


HOMEWARD. 
Assemblyman Camron made a vigorous can­ 
vass of tho company on the up trip to 
ascertaiu whether the excursion should be 
continued on to the Yuba dam. 
It was 
largely favored, but many withdrew consent 
when they learned that it involved eight miles 
of ride over bottom-land roads from Marys­ 
ville. 
The debris men were willing to go to 
the Yuba, but wanted a separate day for it 
and fair time eff Tiled to give the two tniles 
of dam there something more than a hasty 
examination, and held that at that lreur no 
examination of its merits conld be made. 
Finally 
the 
Sergeant-at-Arm3 
decided 
that 
the 
House 
resolution 
only 
au­ 
thorized 
him 
to 
charter 
a 
train 
fi r Wheatland, and that he had no riaht to 
go on t > Marysville, and had the House 
wished him to do so it would have so stated 
iu the resolution of in-truciion. 
A t 1:30 the 
excursionists left Wheatlard, and without 
eventful happening reached Sacramento at 
2:50 p. m. 
Tha Sergeant-at-Arms managed 
tus details well, and nothing occurred to mar 
the pleasure of the trip. 
It was unquestion­ 
ably of value to the legislators, many of 
them declaring that they had received new 
light, and looked on the debris question a3 
vastly more important than ever. The solitary 
joke of the entire day worthy of record was 
unwittingly uttered by one of the excursion­ 
ists, who, on stepping upon the brushwmk 
and noticing the water percolating through, 
was heard to exclaim, “ Great heavens, the 
thing leaks.”

Conclusion of the Examination—Gale Held 
to Answer w ith Ball Fixed at 35,000. 


The examination in the cases of William 
Gale and Sadie Fisher in relation to the out­ 
rage committed upon Addie Gale, was re­ 
sumed in the Police Court-room yesterday 
morning before Justice Tubbs, City Attorney 
Anderson prosecuting, and I. S. Brown con­ 
ducting the defense of Gale ; Elwood Bruner 
appeared as counsel for Sadie Fisher. 
The 
examination was continued with closed doors, 
as on the preceding day. 
Addie Gale, the little girl upon whom the 
crime was committed, was the first witness 
called. 
She is Btnall aud frail in appearance, 
and will not be eight years old until next 
June. 
She was upon the witness stand over 
two hours, and her direct testimony was very 
dear and convincing. She said William Gale, 
her guardian, was the perpetrator of the 
crime, and gave the full details r.f the trans­ 
action in such a manner as would appear to 
leave no doubt of the trnth of her story, but 
which from its nature cannot be published. 
She testified that prior to Sadio Fisher’s 
coming to Sacramento she (the witness) lived 
about two weeks with Mrs. Jackson, where 
Gale was also living, ar.d after the first night 
the slept with him. 
During the time they 
lived there Gale on two occasions attempted 
the same crime, and put his hand over her 
mouth at the time. 
Two weeks ago last 
Sunday he did the samé way again, and 
threatened to cut off her car? and her tongue 
if she revealed his crime. 
Sadie Fisher was 
out iu the kitchen at the time, chopping 
kindling-wood, ai d no one else was in the 
house. 
Sadie knew what he had done, but 
didn’t say anything about it. 
She came into 
the room at such time that she knew about 
it. 
I did not tell anybody who did it until I 
told Chief Karcher at Mrs. Yates’. 
Sadie 
Fisher told me that if I told she would whip 
me and cut my ears off. 
She said they told 
her to say that it was some one else who did 
i t ; that was the reason why she told the offi­ 
cers so. The testimony of the witness not only 
APPEARED CONCLUSIVE AGAINST GALE, 
As to the crime of which ho is charged, 
but also was as clearly to the effect that after 
it had been committed Sadie Fisher repeated 
the outrage of her paramoui by artificial 
meaus, which latter largely contributed to 
the injury of the child. 
The witness was subjected to a rigid cross­ 
examination, which tailed to change the ap­ 
parent entire truthfulness of her testimony. 
Mrs%Annie A. Furgusou testified that the 
little giil was at her bouse on Saturday af­ 
ternoon, the day prior to that on which the 
act was committed, and played with her little 
girl until about I o’clock, when she went 
home. 
She was well at that time. 
Officer Lee was the next witness, and testi­ 
fied that two weeks ago last Sunday, in com­ 
pany with i fficer Fredericks, be went to the 
h u?e occupied by defendants, about noon. 
On the way they stopped and had Dr. Bald­ 
win go with them. 
The testimony of witnees 
w-as the same as to the condition of the 
child as already given. 
[Her clothes, which 
were thick from blood, were identified and 
placed in evidence.] 
He asked her who had done it, and ahe de­ 
scribed the man as having high cheek bones 
and a short gray mustache, and called Iris 
name old man Rufus or Roffus ; that it was 
a whitewasher and plasterer. She also stated 
that it was done when she was coming 
from Mrs. Furguson’s, on Saturday after­ 
noon ; that sift left there on Saturday after- 
noou ; that this man met her and took her to 
a house on O street, when the act was com­ 
mitted. 
SHE DESCRIBED THE HOUSE 
As an old one, having only three rooms, and 
with beds in two of them, ar il that there was 
an old fence in frout partly fallen iu towards 
the house. 
[This description is that of Gale’s 
house, and the placs where she was living.] 
We went and arrested a colored man named 
Rufus Ross, and took him before Addie, but 
she said he wss not the one. 
Chief Karcher 
was there at the house at the time. 
The 
child thought she could tell the house if she 
were to see it, so we took her upon a bed in a 
hack about the lower part of the city, but 
did net find a place which she called the one. 
During the afternoon and evening we took 
several persons before her fir identification, 
but of each one she would say lie was not the 
man. 
In the evening Chief Karcher, officer 
Fredericks 
aud myself went and took 
Nelson Ray to the child, as 
Gale had 
said at the 
station 
that it was Ray 
who had committed the crime. 
When be 
came before her she sai 1 be was not the man. 
We then went out and were getting into the 
hack when Sadie Fisher came to the door 
and wanted to see one of the officers. 
1 
went bkek and she said, “ Addie now suspects 
that is the man,” meaning Ray. 
I then took 
Ray into her room again, and held the lamp 
close to his face aud told her to take a good 
look at him. 
She did so, and I asked her if 
he was the man, ami she said it lcoked some 
like him. 
The woman Fisher was sitting at 
the foot of the bad, and once in a while 


THE GIRL WOULD GLANCE AT HER 
A s we 
were 
talking, and 
I remarked, 
“ Don’t look there, but look at this man.” 
We then went out and let Ray go, believing 
that the child had been instructed to say 
what she did about him, and from the further 
fact that Ray's house did not in any way 
answer the description that had been given 
by her as to the place where the deed was 
committed. 
Mrs. Ellen B wser testified that she is a 
neighbor of Gale’s. 
Ou the Sunday night 
about half-past 11, Sadie Fidier called her 
int i Gale’s house and showed the little girl 
to her. 
She went out to call a policeman, 
and immediately after returned, when Sadie 
told her that the little girl said that Gale wa3 
the one who committed the crime. 
She re­ 
mained there until Gale came home, and 
he also said that the little girl accused 
him of it. 
Tbe officer soon after arrived and 
then she went away. 
She had a conversation 
with Gale and the woman that evening, 
when they again remarked that the little 
girl said that Gale did it. 


CHIEF KARCHER TESTIFIED 
As follows: 
I have known Addie Gale 
seven or eight months. 
Two weeks ago la=t 
Sunday, about 1 o’clock P. M , I was notified 
of the crime, and went to the house occupied 
by Gale and Sadie Fisher. 
Gale said the girl 
had been tampered with, and went on to say 
that an old colored man, with short, gray 
mustache, and with whitewash clothes on, 
had done it the day before, and said it was 
done at some house in the lower part of the 
city on the day previous. 
The giil was quite 
low or weak. 
I then asked Gale and the 
woman to step out of the room, and they did 
so, and I then asked the little girl about it, 
and she gave a statement very similar to that 
made by Gale. She also said the place where 
it occurred was an old house near where the 
railroad ran, as she could sec the cars from 
there. She said there was an old fence, which 
was partly fallen in towards the house. 
The 
house had three rooms in it, and that the 
crime was committed in the middle room. 
She said the man who committed the eiime 
was of light coniplexiou or yellowish color. 
I then told Gale and the woman they could 
come ioto the room again, and they did so. 
The girl Baid she would know the man who 
did the act if she could see him, and that she 
would know the house again if she saw it. I 
then seut for a hack and had a bed made in 
it, and we took her about that part of the city 
in search of a house that would answer the 
description. 
The driver stopped in front of 
Mr. Ray’s house, on Q street, between 
Eighth and Ninth, and called attention to its 
appearanie 
I went in and Mr. Ray was not 
at home. 
We failed to find any house which 
she recognized as the place. 
In the evening 
Gale came down to the Police Station, and 
said he w anted that man Ray arrested, and 
insisted upon it. 
I replied that he didn’t 
answer the description, as Ray was very 
black, and she said the criminal was light or of 
yellowish complexion. 
“ N o,” replied Gale, 
“ I am satisfied the description is all right.” 
I then told one of the officers to Irek Gale up, 
as I bad seen Ray, and was satisfied he was 
uot the man, and 


I HAD REASON TO SUSPECT GALE. 
That evening I asked Mr. Ray to go before 
the girl with me and he did so. 
I asked the 
girl if be was the person, and she said no. 
We then went out doors, anil were getting 
into the hack, when Sadie Fisher ran to the 
door and said the girl wanted to see an t fficer 
again. 
Officers Lee, Fredericas and myself 
were there, and I told Lee to go in and see 
what was wanted. 
He went to the door, 
when Sadie said “ The girl now says that 
(referring to Ray) is the man.” Mr. Lee 
then took Mr. Ray in again, and when he 
came out he said she then said “ He looks 
like the man.” 
I suspected that the child 
had been instructed what to say since we 
came out, and so I let Ray go home. 
We 
also that evening took several colored persons 
before her—all that we thought could possibly 
come within the description given by her, 
and she gave the same answer in regard to all 
of them. 
She then appeared so weak that no 
further efforts at identification were made 
that night. 
Several persons were taken be­ 
fore her the following day, but wiih the same 
result. 
The child was taken away the next day be­ 
cause I did not think it proper for her to be 
under the influence of this worn in Fisher 
while the case was being worked up. 
Gale 
told ine that on that Sunday morning he went 
to work at the barber shop at abint half-past 
7 o’clock, and that at about 11 o’clock Sadie 
Fisher came to the 
shop and told him 
to come home, as the little girl was hurt and 
bleeding badly, Jiut that ho told her he could 
not go because the boss of the shop would not 
like it. 
He also said officer Fredericks came 
and wanted him to go home, but that he could 
cct then, but as so n afterwards as he could 


Gale committed the crime until after we 


HAD HER REMOVED FROM UNDER THE 0HARGJ5 
OF SADIE FISHER. 
When taken from there she was placed undi-T 
the care of Mrs. Yates on Fourtfi street, be­ 
tween L and M, where she still remains. 
Mrs. Maria Jackson testified : She lives on 
K street, between 
Seventh and Eighth. 
Have known Addie Gale about one year. 
She stayed at my houre about two months 
the first time. She came there again in July, 
and stayed about three months. 
He carne^ 
then and said the child was his. 
He had a‘ 
room at her house. 
Addie first occupied a 
room nights with her child, and after that he 
took her into his bed for two or three weeks. 
She appeared to be very fond of him, and he 
seemed to treat her well s« far as she could 
see. 
She never saw any conduct on his part 
ont of the way in relation to the child while 
they lived there. 
Officer Fredericks was next called. 
I first 
knew about this matter about 11 o’clock, two 
weeks ago last Simday. 
I was passing, and 
Mrs. Bowser called me in and showed me ibe 
condition of the child. 
Sadie h isher didn’t 
seem to care to have me see the child, al­ 
though she didn’t try to hide the matter. 
I 
a.-ked the girl in her presence who did it, 
and she said it was kind of an oldish man 
with short mustache, and said it was done on 
0 street. 
Said it was an old house, with 
fence in front, partly fallen in towards it. 
She gave the name of the man who did it as 
Ruthers, or some such name. 
Said she was 
somewhere on I) street when it occurred, and 
that it wa3 near the freight cais. 
I went 
after the doctor for the girl. 
Mrs. Bowser 
wanted me to go and get one. 
We after­ 
wards took Mr. lU y ar.d other peisons before 
her. aud she said that it was none of them 
thaljhad committed the crime. 
Addie Gale was then recalled and further 
cross-examined, but eliciting nothing addi­ 
tional to her previous testimony, the prose­ 
cution then rested their case, and the counsel 
for defense stated that they did not desire to 
produce any evidence, and the cases were sub­ 
mitted without argument. 
The Court conclude ! the examination by 
discharging the defendant Sadie Fisher, on 
the ground that the testimony did not show 
that kind of a case against her which the 
statute would hold to be a crime ; but as to 
Gale, the evidence was such as to leave but 
little or no doubt as to his being the person 
who committed the cri:nef and he would 
therefore be held to answer before the Supe­ 
rior Court, with bail fixed at §5,000.
